In  the  Mennonite  Cemetery  located  about  one  mile  east  of 
Silver  Lake,  near  Dolton,  South  Dakota,  there  stands  a  gravestone 
which  marks  the  last  resting  place  of  Heinrich  J.  Koehn,  and  his 
wife  Helena  (Siebert)  Koehn,  and  their  young  son,  Gerhard.  When 
the  boy,  Gerhard,  died,  the  night  of  May  20th,  1875,  followed  the 
next  morning  by  the  death  of  the  mother,  it  was  the  occasion  for 
the  first  grave  to  be  dug  on  this  Cemetery.  Mother  and  son  were 
buried  in  one  grave.  Grandfather  Heinrich  Koehn  died  on  August 
26th  of  that  same  year,  and  v/as  buried  at  their  side. 

These  are  the  parents  of  the  Families  we  are  concerned  with  in 
this  book. 
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Foreword 


On  July  28th,  1957,  a  reunion  of  the  Heinrich  J.  Koehn  relation¬ 
ship  was  held  in  Pioneer  Hall,  Freeman,  S.  D. 

At  that  time  a  number  of  interested  persons  suggested  that  a 
permanent  record  of  this  family  should  be  prepared.  Accordingly, 
Henry  T.  Kehn,  from  that  time  forward  started  gathering  informa¬ 
tion,  and  preparing  the  records  for  printing.  But  before  he  could 
complete  the  work,  he  was  called  from  the  labors  of  this  world,  in 
the  fall  of  1961.  Since  February  of  this  year  I  have  been  working 
to  complete  his  undertaking.  Although  I  have  added  considerable 
historical  matter  and  have  tried  to  bring  family  records  more  up 
to  date,  the  work  is  essentially  that  of  my  brother,  not  mine. 

For  identification  purposes  I  have  numbered  the  first  generation 
the  Children  of  Heinrich  J.  Koehn,  with  Roman  numerals.  For  the 
second  generation,  I  use  capital  letters  of  the  alphabet.  The  third 
generation  carries  the  numbers,  1-2-3,  etc.,  while  the  fourth  genera¬ 
tion  is  designated  by  the  alphabet  in  small  letters.  Where  a  fifth 
generation  designation  is  needed,  I  have  resorted  back  to  the  use  of 
numerals  preceded  by  a  star,  thus:  'H-*2-*3,  etc. 

I  will  not  say  or  even  imply,  that  everything  in  this  book  is 
absolutely  correct,  as  mistakes  may  creep  in,  in  spite  of  our  best 
efforts  to  avoid  them.  Let  me  say  then,  that  I  have  diligently  tried 
to  verify  and  sift  such  matters  as  may  be  questionable.  If  mistakes 
and  errors  then,  should  be  found,  may  I  humbly  beg  your  pardon, 
and  do  please  let  me  know  about  it. 

I  want  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  those  of  you  cousins 
who  have  given  such  generous  help  in  assembling  and  verifying 
the  various  family  records. 

I  owe  special  thanks  to  Dr.  C.  Krahn  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Schmidt,  of 
North  Newton,  Kansas,  for  giving  of  their  valuable  time  while  I 
was  visiting  the  Bethel  College  Historical  Library.  Their  help 
made  this  a  very  worthwhile  and  enjoyable  visit. 

I  also  thank  Mr.  J.  A.  Boese,  of  Freeman,  S.  D.  for  the  help 
information,  and  loan  of  material. 

In  sending  forth  this  work,  it  is  my  earnest  prayer  that  as  we 
become  better  acquainted  with  our  past  history,  and  with  each 
other,  we  may  receive  a  new  appreciation  for  the  rich  heritage 
that  is  ours.

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Several  historians  in  the  Netherlands  have  done  con¬ 
siderable  research  work  in  an  effort  to  trace  the  origin  of 
the  common  Mennonite  famJly  names.  J.  A.  Meyers  and  J. 
C.  Luyting  published  their,  “Onze  Voornamen”  in  1948. 
H.  J.  Moerman,  his  “Oosnederlandse  Persoonamen”  in  1950. 
W.  D.  Vries,  his  “Friese  Persoonamen”  in  1952.  There  are 
others  that  could  be  mentioned.  From  the  book,  “Das  Nieder- 
laendische  Erbe  der  Preussish-Russlaendischen  Mennoniten 
in  Europa,  Asien  und  America”  by  J.  S.  Postma,  I  have 
gleaned  the  information  that  the  name,  “Koehn”  is  derived 
from  the  given  name,  Konraad.  This  could  have  changed 
by  degrees,  being  used  as  a  surname  first  as,  Kunraet,  and 
appearing  later  in  such  variations  as,  Conrat,  Kurtz,  Koons, 
Koen  and  Koehn.  According  to  this  same  book  the  name 
originated  in  the  territory  of  the  French  low  lands.  Here 
also  we  find  a  report  that  a  certain  Adriaan  “Koenen”  was 
sent  as  a  peacemaker  to  bring  about  a  reconciliation  between 
several  Mennonite  Churches  where  differences  had  arisen. 

This  book  lists  567  common  Mennonite  Family  names. 
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Of  the  early  life  and  family  background  of  Grandfather  Hein¬ 
rich  J.  Koehn,  very  little  is  known.  I  have  tried  to  gather  informa¬ 
tion  by  whatever  means  it  was  available,  and  much  of  this  may  be 
hear-say  and  therefore  can  not  be  verified,  but  as  so  little  is  known, 
I  thought  it  worth  while  to  pass  along  that  which  I  have  obtained. 

The  father,  Jacob  Koehn,  died  at  an  early  age,  leaving  a  family 
of  at  least  'si^^brothers  and  one  sister,  as  orphans.  His  brothers 
names  were,  Jacob,  Peter,  Benjamin,  and  Bernhard.  The 

name  of  the  sister  we  do  not  know.  She  died  in  Russia,  before  the 
time  of  the  emigration  to  America.  One  brother,  Peter,  remained 
in  Russia.  Of  the  others,  we  have  very  little  information,  but 
assume  that  they  also  emigrated  to  America  in  1874.  In  checking 
the  passenger  list  of  the  ship,  “Fatherland,”  on  which  they  came 
to  America,  I  find  that  the  name  of,  “Koehn”  was  very  common. 
Of  the  seven  hundred  plus  persons  listed  there,  a  considerable 
number  bore  the  name  of  Koehn.  The  names  of  Heinrich,  Jacob, 
Benjamin,  And^ea^  and  Bernhard  Koehn  were  also  duplicated, 
some  several  times,  thus  making  impossible  a  sure  identification 
with  this  family. 


Heinrich  Koehn  must  have  been  a  very  frugal  and  industrious 
man  well  trained  in  the  management  of  his  affairs.  We  may  be  sure 
it  was  not  easy  for  an  orphan  boy  to  become  so  well  established  that 
he  was  able,  in  the  span  of  approximately  20  years,  besides  raising 
a  large  family,  to  be  able  to  undertake  such  a  move  without  outside 
assistance.  Many  of  the  families  were  not  able  to  pay  for  their  own 
transportation  but  Grandfather  Koehn  not  only  paid  his  own  way, 
but  had  some  means  left  for  getting  established  in  this  new  land. 
When  they  arrived  in  Kansas,  he  may  have  planned  to  establish 
his  home  there  as  so  many  others  also  did,  so  he  bought  a  fine  team 
of  horses  there.  Later  on  toward  the  spring  of  1875,  when  word  was 
received  that  the  Leader  of  the  group.  Bishop  Tobias  Unruh,  had 
come  directly  from  Pennsylvania  to  Dakota,  he  changed  his  plans 
in  order  to  be  in  closer  fellowship  with  the  Church.  He  then  sold 
his  team  of  horses  and  came  to  Yankton,  Dakota  Territory,  to  join 
the  group  here.  It  is  reported  that  before  his  death  he  placed  a  sum 
of  money  in  trust,  which  gave  each  of  his  children  an  inheritance 
of  two  hundred  dollars. 


Perhaps  at  this  point,  it  would  be  in  order  to  say  a  few  words 
about  early  Mennonite  history  in  general,  and  specifically  about  the 
reasons  for  the  great  emigration  to  America  in  1874.  I  had  not  in¬ 
tended  to  say  very  much  about  this,  as  it  has  been  well  covered  by 
such  eminent  historians  as  Dr.  C.  Henry  Smith,  and  others.  I  would 
however,  be  doing  a  very  great  dis-service  to  our  future  generations, 
if  I  should  fail  to  mention  it  here,  and  emphasize  again  the  great 
Faith  of  our  fathers,  and  the  zeal  with  which  they  defended  that 
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Faith,  and  so  often  sacrificed  their  own  comforts  and  well  being,  for 
the  preservation  of  that  Faith. 

Although  these  people  came  to  America  from  the  Ostrog  area 
in  the  province  of  Volhynia,  Russia,  they  were  not  native  to  that 
country,  having  migrated  to  that  country  only  about  ninety  years 
before,  and  that  also,  to  seek  a  place  of  refuge  after  being  driven 
from  place  to  place,  and  country  to  country,  for  many,  many 
generations.  During  the  period  of  the  reformation,  and  even  before 
that,  the  name  Anabaptist  as  applied  to  these  believers,  was  a 
common  term. 

Because  they  dared  to  live  the  Christian  life,  as  they  under¬ 
stood  the  teaching  of  Jesus,  they  were  hated,  and  could  not  be 
tolerated  by  the  Leadership  of  the  Roman  Church  of  that  time. 

As  they  were  forbidden  the  practice  of  their  Faith  under  threat 
of  persecution,  they  were  driven  “underground,”  and  often  they 
assembled  in  secret  places  under  cover  of  darkness,  for  Prayers 
and  encouragement  to  each  other.  When  persecutions  became  too 
severe  in  one  place,  they  would  move  to  another  place.  Sometimes 
fieeing  without  knowing  where  to  go,  or  having  to  leave  in  haste 
without  any  previous  preparation.  Wherever  they  went,  they  took 
seriously  the  Commission  of  Christ,  to  be  witnesses  for  Him. 


In  thus  going  from  place  to  place,  many  people  were  converted 
to  this  way  of  life,  from  many  lands.  While  it  is  believed  that  our 
“Plattdeusch”  people  are  of  Dutch — Friesland  origin,  there  could  be 
a  considerable  difference  of  opinion  in  tracing  the  various  family 
names.  For  several  hundred  years  these  “Anabaptists”  were  thus 
forced  into  such  a  form  of  roving  existence.  After  spending  part  of 
the  15th,  16th,  17th,  and  part  of  the  18th  centuries  in  this  manner,  is 
it  any  wonder  that  they  willingly  accepted  the  Russian  offer  to 
settle  there?  In  the  latter  part  of  the  18th  century,  Katherine  the 
Great  who  was  then  the  ruling  power  in  Russia,  invited  them  to 
settle  there  giving  them  certain  privileges,  such  as  religious  free¬ 
dom,  their  own  schools,  self  government,  etc.  Especially  enticing 
was  the  offer  of  military  exemption  for  a  period  of  one  hundred 
years. 


This  invitation  was  not  given  because  of  any  feeling  of  sym¬ 
pathy  for  these  persecuted  people  or  their  cause.  Because  they  had 
aquired  a  good  reputation,  being  good  farmers  and  very  industrious, 
the  Russian  leaders  knew  that  if  these  Mennonites  could  be  induced 
to  settle  there,  their  barren  waste  lands  would  soon  be  built  up 
to  be  a  very  productive  territory.  For  many  years  they  lived  there 
in  peace  and  tranquility.  After  the  death  of  Katherine  the  Great, 
their  special  privileges  were  gradually  lifted  and  taken  away. 
When  the  edict  was  given  that  by  1880  all  military  exemptions  were 
to  be  withdrawn,  this  was  perhaps  more  than  any  other  one  thing, 
the  deciding  factor  that  started  the  mass  emigration  to  America. 
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Let  us  ever  be  reminded  then,  that  their  wanderings  were  not 
the  result  of  seeking  an  easy  life,  for  where  ever  they  went,  they 
left  not  only  a  worthy  spiritual  witness,  but  were  willing  workers 
to  make  that  portion  of  the  world  a  better  place  in  which  to  live. 
Swampy  grounds  and  barren  hill  sides  were  often  made  to  be  the 
most  productive  farm  lands  in  the  area.  Always,  what  they  left 
behind  was  better  than  that  which  they  found  there.  Always  the 
reason  for  moving  was  their  concern  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
their  children.  So  again,  the  mass  movement  to  America  in  1874 
came  about  because  they  were  convinced  that  Spiritual  values  are 
superior  to,  and  always  outweigh  material  values.  The  decision  to 
move  was  made  at  great  cost  of  material  values.  Here,  after  all  the 
wearisome  wanderings  they  had  found  a  haven  of  rest  and  peace. 
Here  they  had  established  their  own  villages,  such  as  Karolswalde, 
Heinrichsdorf,  Anatonofka,  and  others.  They  had  well  established 
homes,  some  had  become  quite  well  to  do,  some  few  perhaps,  had 
even  become  quite  wealthy,  but  all  had  aquired  some  measure  of 
self  sufficiency. 


Once  the  decision  to  emigrate  had  been  made,  it  became  evident 
that  the  disposition  of  their  property  would  be  a  big  problem. 
Every  one  was  immediately  attempting  to  sell,  except  for  the  few 
who  decided  not  to  emigrate,  but  to  remain  in  Russia.  With  many 
wanting  to  sell,  and  no  buyers,  the  demand  for  such  property 
became  practically  nil,  with  the  result  that  much  of  the  property 
could  not  be  sold,  but  had  to  be  left  behind.  That  which  could  be 
sold  had  to  be  sacrificed  for  a  small  percentage  of  its  actual  value. 

This  left  many  of  the  people  in  dire  circumstances,  but  the 
group  had  agreed  on  the  decision  that  no  one  who  wanted  to  emi¬ 
grate  would  be  left  behind  because  of  the  lack  of  financial  means. 

Outside  help  for  the  poorer  of  the  people  was  then  sought.  The 
Mennonite  Churches  in  America  responded  very  generously  to  this 
urgent  plea  for  help.  Thus  was  established  a  policy  of,  one  for  all 
and  all  for  one,  and  so  after  considerable  difficulty  and  delay,  ar¬ 
rangements  were  made  so  that  all  who  wanted  to  emigrate  were 
able  to  be  included  in  the  group. 


The  transportation  tickets  had  been  purchased  while  still  in 
Karolswalde  to  go  clear  through  to  the  destination  in  Kansas.  The 
ocean  voyage  on  the  “Red  Star  Line”  to  land  at  Philadelphia,  and 
thence  by  rail  to  Newton,  Kansas.  From  Karolswalde  they  traveled 
overland  to  the  port  of  Antwerp,  Belgium,  to  embark  on  three 
different  ships.  The  “Nederland”  left  the  port  of  Antwerp  about 
Nov.  12,  1874,  the  “Abbotsford”  sailed  on  Nov.  23,  1874,  and  the 
“Fatherland”  sailed  on  Dec,  4th,  of  that  same  year.  Apparently 
the  Abbotsford  was  the  ill-fated  ship  of  the  three,  although  the 
Fatherland  also  encountered  some  difficulties.  After  a  days  sailing 
the  Abbotsford  collided  with  another  ship,  and  was  forced  to  go 
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back  as  far  as  London,  for  repairs.  While  this  was  being  done, 
smallpox  broke  out  among  the  emigrants  on  board.  The  sick  ones 
were  then  put  on  a  hospital  ship  under  quarantine,  while  the  others 
were  to  remain  with  the  ship  and  proceed  as  soon  as  the  ship  would 
be  repaired. 


Bishop  Tobias  Unruh,  the  Leader  of  the  group,  chose  to  remain 
with  the  poor  sick  people,  who  were  much  in  need  of  encourage¬ 
ment  and  reassurance  which  perhaps  he  alone  could  best  give. 

On  Dec.  20th,  1874,  the  Abbotsford  again  set  sail  for  America 
but  after  seven  days  sailing  was  forced  to  go  back  to  “Queenstown” 
where  the  emigrants  were  kept  until  later,  and  they  were  then 
taken  on  board  the  same  ship  which  brought  the  delayed  sick 
people,  when  they  were  well  enough  to  proceed. 


At  this  point  I  want  to  leave  the  historical  narrative,  and  again 
pick  up  the  threads  of  the  personal  life  of  Grandfather  Heinrich 
Koehn. 

Heinrich  Koehn  was  born  on  June  7th,  1835,  in  Karolswalde. 
The  place  of  his  birth  is  described  thus:  Karolswalde  bei  der  Kreis 
stadt  Ostrogei,  Wolhynisches  Gouvernment  im  Kayserthum,  Russ- 
land. 

His  father’s  name  was  Jacob.  What  little  is  known  of  his 
brothers  and  sisters  has  already  been  mentioned.  As  so  little  of  his 
early  life  is  known  I  will  report  this  humorous  little  story  as  told 
to  me  by  the  late  Rev.  H.  P.  Unruh. 

As  a  youth  the  boy  Heinrich,  had  a  very  blond,  almost  white, 
head  of  hair.  This  was  a  bit  out  of  the  ordinary,  and  he  was  there¬ 
fore  the  object  of  a  considerable  amount  of  teasing  by  his  teen-age 
friends.  He  was  advised  to  seek  a  girl  with  real  black  hair,  so  as 
to  balance  this  trait  in  the  family.  In  appraising  the  available 
prospects,  he  was  urged  to  pick  one  of  the  girls  in  the  Jacob  Siebert 
family.  Whether  this  advice  was  followed,  or  whether  it  was  given 
after  the  choice  was  already  quite  sure,  is  not  known,  but  at  any 
rate,  he  did  marry  one  of  the  Siebert  girls. 

In  1852,  the  4th  of  April,  he  was  baptized  in  the  Mennonite 
Church  in  Karolswalde,  by  Elder  Benjamin  Dircks.  On  August 
26th,  1855  he  was  married  to  Helena  Siebert,  by  Elder  Tobias  Unruh. 
Thus  he  established  a  new  home  in  the  little  village  of  Karolswalde, 
where  they  shared  life’s  experiences  for  nineteen  years,  until  the 
fall  of  1874,  when  this  family  with  their  ten  children  decided  to  join 
the  mass  emigration  move  to  America. 


If  we  are  correct  in  assuming  that  the  Koehn’s  were  on  the 
ship.  Fatherland,  they  likely  landed  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on  Dec. 
26th,  1874.  Soon  they  found  themselves  at  Newton,  Kansas,  where 
the  “Immigrant  Sheds,”  furnished  by  the  railroad  Co.,  was  to  be 
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their  “home”  for  the  rest  of  the  winter.  Here  Grandmother  Koehn 
and  two  of  the  younger  children,  Gerhart,  age  three,  and  the  one 
year  old  baby,  Katarina,  became  sick,  with  either  Smallpox  or 
Typhoid,  or  perhaps  both  of  these  diseases.  Katarina  died  on  Feb. 
8th,  1875,  and  is  buried  somewhere  north  of  Newton,  Kansas. 


In  the  meantime,  while  they  were  wintering  in  Kansas,  the 
others,  who  had  been  delayed  by  shipwreck  and  sickness,  had 
arrived  in  Philadelphia,  and  after  being  cared  for  by  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Mennonites  for  some  time,  they  had  come  from  Pennsylvania 
directly  to  Yankton,  Dakota  Territory.  Because  the  Leader,  Bishop 
Tobias  Unruh,  was  with  this  group,  the  Koehns  decided  to  also 
join  the  group  at  Yankton.  They  arrived  in  Yankton  in  late  March, 
1875.  By  this  time,  the  leaders  of  the  group  had  already  decided  on 
a  location  for  the  settlement,  about  35  miles  north  of  Yankton. 
Considerable  preparations  had  already  been  made,  and  the  four 
or  five  buildings  erected  the  previous  fall  by  the  Hutterite  Colony 
people,  had  been  bought,  and  the  entire  group  moved  in  there  until 
each  could  establish  their  own  homestead  claims  and  thus  spread 
out. 


These  buildings  were  located  east  of  Silver  Lake  and  not  too 
far  from  the  creek  on  the  east.  The  Hutterites,  in  choosing  this 
site  had  evidently  been  impressed  by  this  body  of  water  and  the 
near-by  creek,  but  while  living  here  through  the  winter,  they  found 
a  larger  stream  somewhat  southwest  of  here  and  decided  that  place 
would  be  more  suitable  for  their  purposes.  So  they  sold  out  their 
holdings  at  Silver  Lake  and  established  the  Wolf  Creek  Colony, 
about  ten  miles  west  of  Freeman,  S.  D. 


When  the  group  first  moved  out  from  Yankton  to  Silver  Lake, 
Grandmother  Koehn  and  son  Gerhart  remained  in  Yankton,  as 
they  were  still  sick.  The  next  trip  out  they  were  taken  to  the 
Daniel  Unruh  home  in  Childstown,  which  seems  to  have  been  used 
as  a  convenient  stop-over  place,  because  the  trip  to  Yankton  was 
too  long  a  trip  to  be  made  in  one  day.  This  Daniel  Unruh  had  ar¬ 
rived  and  settled  here  about  a  year  earlier.  He  was  the  first  Menno- 
nite  to  settle  in  Dakota.  Later,  when  the  way  was  more  familiar, 
the  settlers  started  early  enough  in  the  morning  so  the  trip  could 
be  made  in  one  day. 

When  it  seemed  that  the  sick  mother  and  son  were  somewhat 
improved,  they  were  brought  home  to  the  Silver  Lake  location,  but 
they  did  not  recover  from  their  sickness.  On  the  morning  of  May 
21st,  1875,  Grandmother  Koehn  died,  as  the  son  Gerhart  had  died 
just  ten  or  twelve  hours  before,  the  mother  and  son  were  buried 
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in  one  grave.  This  was  the  first  grave  to  be  dug  by  these  pioneers 
in  this  Mennonite  Cemetery  east  of  Silver  Lake. 

This  left  Grandfather  Koehn  with  a  family  of  eight  motherless 
children,  the  oldest  just  past  18  years,  and  the  youngest  only  a  little 
more  than  five  years  old.  The  youngest  of  these  is  still  living  now 
as  these  lines  are  written,  in  July  of  1962.  Mrs.  Helena  Unruh  is 
presently  at  home  in  the  Salem  Home  for  Aged,  Freeman,  S.  D. 


One  evening  in  late  April,  just  a  few  weeks  after  moving  to  this 
praire  home,  they  had  a  very  frightening  experience.  They  saw  the 
faint  glow  of  light  in  the  south  which  was  their  first  warning  of 
a  prairie  fire.  As  there  was  a  strong  south  wind,  and  the  whole 
territory  was  practically  all  tree-less  unbroken  prairie  with  tall 
dry  grass,  they  knew  the  fire  would  move  fast,  bringing  devastation 
and  destruction  with  it.  The  men  worked  hard  all  that  night  to 
build  fire  breaks,  and  thus  they  tried  to  save  their  homes.  In  this 
they  were  successful,  but  due  to  working  in  such  heavy  smoke, 
heat,  over-exertion  and  perhaps  other  difficulties  connected  with 
fighting  the  fire,  some  were  left  in  a  rather  poor  and  sickly  con¬ 
dition.  With  this  weakened  condition  and  lowered  resistance. 
Bishop  Tobias  Unruh,  the  Leader,  and  also  Grandfather  Koehn, 
fell  prey  to  typhoid  fever. 

The  Leader  Tobias  Unruh,  died  on  July  23,  1875.  This  was  a 
severe  blow  and  a  great  loss  to  all,  and  caused  much  concern  and 
sorrow  to  those  left  behind. 


Grandfather  Koehn,  in  spite  of  his  weakened  condition,  worked 
hard  to  help  in  getting  established  in  this  new  land.  He  was  much 
concerned  for  the  future  welfare  of  his  people  and  especially  his 
own  children.  We  have  been  told  that  often  when  he  went  to  the 
shore  of  Silver  Lake  to  get  a  pail  of  water  for  the  house,  (they  had 
dug  a  well  there) ,  he  would  set  down  his  pail,  turn  aside  amidst 
the  bushes  where  he  would  kneel  down  and  pray  and  cry  to  God 
for  mercy  and  protection  for  the  children,  that  they  should  not 
have  to  suffer  too  much  in  this  strange  land.  He  probably  realized 
that  he  would  not  fully  recover  from  his  sickness,  but  as  long  as 
he  was  able  he  wanted  to  do  what  he  could  to  help  along  to  get 
this  new  settlement  established. 

Reports  have  it  that  before  his  death  he  promised  his  elder 
daughter  in  marriage  to  Rev.  Fredrich  Schartner,  who  had  come 
with  this  group  as  a  widower  with  one  young  son.  In  doing  this  he 
had  received  assurance  that  his  younger  children  would  also  be 
welcome  to  share  in  this  home  and  be  provided  for,  in  case  he  would 
be  taken  away  and  leave  them  as  orphans.  From  this  it  seems  quite 
evident  that  he  realized  his  days  on  earth  were  numbered  and  it 
shows  again  his  great  concern  for  the  welfare  of  his  children. 
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On  August  26th,  1875,  the  Heavenly  Father  called  him  from  his 
earthly  labors,  and  so  Grandfather  Heinrich  J.  Koehn  was  laid  to 
rest  beside  his  faithful  help-mate  and  young  son,  in  the  Mennonite 
Cemetery,  one  mile  east  of  Silver  Lake,  near  Dolton,  S.  D. 

Being  in  this  new  land  only  a  few  months,  he  was  not  able  to 
aquire  a  homestead  claim.  None  of  his  children  were  old  enough 
to  file  a  claim  either  and  so  they  were  all  left  to  make  their  home 
with  kind  friends  and  relatives  until  such  time  as  they  were  able  to 
venture  forth  to  establish  homes  of  their  own. 


Let  us  spend  a  moment  in  retrospection,  have  the  Prayers  of 
our  fathers  been  answered?  Has  their  faith  been  in  vain,  or  found 
wanting?  We  need  but  look  about  us  and  the  answers  are  evident. 
God  has  abundantly  blessed,  in  both.  Spiritual  and  material  ways. 

A  harsh,  treeless  and  barren  prairie  country  is  transformed  into 
a  veritable  garden  spot.  The  sod  houses  are  no  more.  In  their  place 
we  see  well  kept,  productive  modern  farms,  the  pride  of  a  nation. 
The  hardships  of  pioneer  life  have  given  way  to  a  standard  of 
living  unparalleled  in  all  history.  May  we  ever  realize  that  we 
enjoy  these  privileges  as  a  direct  answer  to  the  Prayers  of  our 
fathers. 

We  are  living  in  the  land  of  the  free,  the  greatest  nation  on 
earth,  and  what  is  yet  the  best  government  in  the  world.  To  be  citi¬ 
zens  of  these  United  States  of  America  is  a  blessing  we  should  ever 
appreciate  and  for  which  we  should  offer  our  daily  Thanks  to  God. 

In  the  Spiritual  realm  too,  our  blessings  are  without  number. 
We  have  been  given  the  advantages  of  Christian  home  training,  our 
Churches,  and  our  Christian  Schools.  Today  we  have  available  an 
abundance  of  knowledge  and  instruction  in  the  way  of  truth  and 
righteousness.  Yes,  our  Forefathers  have  left  us  an  heritage  and 
example  worthy  of  our  greatest  admiration  and  respect. 

“Unto  thee  it  was  shewed,  that  thou  mightest  know  that  the 
Lord,  He  is  God,  There  is  none  else  beside  Him.”  Deut.  4:35 

Shall  we  accept  the  Blessings  of  the  past,  and  not  the  Challenge 
of  the  future?  Let  us  rather,  with  a  renewal  of  our  Trust  in  Him 
accept  anew  the  Challenge  of  Christ  to,  “Go  and  do  Thou  Likewise.”

This  family  moved  from  South  Dakota  to  Canada.  From  a  letter 
written  by  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  I  glean  the  following  account. 

Mother  and  Father,  Tobias  F.  Schartner  and  Anna  P.  Luetke  were 
married  in  the  Salem  Church  at  Freeman,  S.  D.,  and  established  their 
home  on  a  farm  near  Dolton,  S.  D.  On  March  3,  1903  they  left  Dolton, 
S.  D.,  together  with  other  relatives  and  friends  and  migrated  to  Canada 
to  settle  on  a  homestead  near  Waldheim,  Saskatchewan,  Canada. 

They  arrived  at  Waldheim  on  March  18,  after  a  15  day  journey 
by  rail.  Having  two  carloads  of  stock  and  machinery  to  bring  across 
the  border  it  was  a  long  tiresome  journey  for  Father,  as  in  those  days 
the  trains  moved  slowly,  and  at  one  point  in  North  Dakota  they  were 
stopped  for  a  whole  week.  It  was  also  quite  a  problem  getting  the 
stock  watered  as  facilities  were  not  adequate  for  the  many  emigrants 
who  shipped  their  stock. 

Mother  arrived  about  a  week  sooner  than  Father  as  she  came  by 
passenger  train,  staying  with  relatives  until  Father  arrived.  When 
they  left  South  Dakota,  the  weather  was  fair  and  spring  seeding  had 
been  started,  but  upon  his  arrival  at  Waldheim  he  was  greeted  by  a 
heavy  snow  blizzard  and  snow  drifts  up  to  six  feet  in  depth. 

This  was  a  great  disappointment  as  it  was  quite  a  contrast.  Mother 
and  Father  had  many  hardships  here,  as  I  recollect  from  what  they 
often  told,  of  their  experiences.  It  was  19  miles  to  Rosthern,  which 
was  the  nearest  large  town  and  this  was  always  a  long  days  journey. 
They  lived  at  Waldheim  for  about  three  years  and  then  moved  about 
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21  miles  south  to  a  homestead  near  Dalmeny,  Sask.  Here  they  erected 
a  sod  house  in  which  they  lived  for  several  years  until  they  were  able 
to  build  a  house.  They  had  considerable  more  hardships  here  as  the 
railroad  had  not  yet  been  built,  coming  through  several  years  later. 
The  land  was  very  rocky  and  father  had  to  hire  a  crew  of  men  to  dig 
out  the  stones  for  one  whole  summer.  The  land  was  light  and  crops 
were  never  abundant,  but  by  patient  hard  work,  they  were  always 
able  to  produce  an  ample  supply  of  garden  and  grain  and  feed  for  their 
livestock  and  family. 

It  was  also  hard  to  get  water  on  this  farm,  and  Father  had  three 
different  wells  dug  before  they  had  sufficient  water  for  their  needs. 
On  this  homestead  they  lived  for  17  years. 

In  1922  they  moved  to  another  farm  in  the  same  vicinity.  On  this 
farm  Mother  and  Father  remained  until  the  day  of  their  death.  Father 
in  1947,  Mother  in  1962.

We  will  mention  here  an  explanation  why  and  how  the  name  of 
this  family  was  changed  from  Koehn  to  Kehn. 

About  the  year  1888  Tobias  H.  Koehn  bought  some  land,  the 
S.E.  y4  of  Sec.  24,  Range  56,  Twp.  100,  Hutchinson  County,  S.  D.,  as  a 
relinquishment  from  a  Mr.  Robertson.  The  legal  papers  were  er¬ 
roneously  made  out  to  the  name,  Kehn,  and  at  the  time  this  was  not 
considered  important,  but  later  in  1892,  when  a  patent  was  procured, 
he  wanted  to  change  the  name  but  found  it  would  involve  considerable 
expense  and  court  procedure  to  make  the  change. 

He  started  out  as  a  hired  man,  working  for  many  different  people, 
investing  his  money  in  lands  and  other  property  to  sell  later  at  a 
profit.  At  one  time  he  built  a  grain  elevator  in  Dolton,  intending  to 
go  into  business,  but  because  Mrs.  Kehn  was  unwilling  to  move  into 
town  with  the  children  he  sold  the  elevator  and  remained  a  farmer. 

He  must  have  been  a  good  horse  man,  according  to  this  story 
related  to  me  by  B.  A.  Boese  of  Sioux  Falls:  The  Boese  Family  lived 
in  the  Avon  community.  They  owned  a  fine  Arabian  horse,  very  sleek 
and  good  looking  but  rather  wild  and  unmanageable.  The  colt  from 
this  horse  was  a  real  beauty,  as  horses  go,  but  even  more  wild  and 
unmanageable.  When  young  Tobias  Koehn  came  to  this  community 
for  a  visit,  he  saw  this  fine  but  unbroken  young  horse  and  immediately 
took  a  liking  to  it.  Before  he  left  the  place  he  was  the  owner  of  that 
horse,  and  the  next  morning  he  left  the  community  on  horseback, 
riding  that  young  horse  all  the  way  to  his  home  at  Silver  Lake. 

Once  when  the  family  had  a  butchering  day  the  hog  hanging  on 
the  “kromholdt”  or  gambrel,  the  hog  slipped  off  one  end,  and  this 
resulted  in  a  gash  on  his  head  near  to  the  eye.  Cancer 
started  in  this  wound  and  was  the  reason  for  the  removal  of  one  eye. 
In  spite  of  much  doctoring  and  many  trips  to  Milwaukee  it  was  also 
the  cause  of  his  death.
